soldiers and officers made him a full- 
fledged "dovetail."

soldier who qualified for commission 
but failed to obtain the rank as no 
further promotions were granted in 
the A E. F., when the Boche decided 
he had a sufficient amount of demon- 
strations that the American bayonet 
was a sure cure for "kulture."

was a nondescript French poodle with 
an American disposition .and energies.

He 
attended all the classes from hearing 
Captain Dreyfus, the most modern ar- 
tillery man who located Big Bertha, 
lecture on "DVo" and ballistics to the 
actual firing of problems of the range 
near Fontevrault. Barrage firing never 
bothered him in the least. He would 


stand behind the guns and yawn or 
wag'his tail with the 75's cracking and 
the 155 howitzers banging. 
We were to fire a gas barrage.

was the habit of the French artillery- 
men In charge to tag a doj? and tie 
the poor canine in the target trench 
system to demonstrate how deadly 
the gas was. 
There was always a dead 
dog about six seconds after the boys

The French commander told 


a couple of French soldiers to obtain

No one saw the French soldiers lead-

the range.' We were back in the bat- 
tiry positions when the command came 
to ""post." and "fire when ready!" Once 
the data came down from the O. P. we 
started heaving in the shells and firing 
ten and twelve a minute. 
During the 
process of obtaining the "target brack- 
et" a series of shorts and overs de- 
termining a mean range for fire for ef- 
fect, we saw a dog legging it across 
the range field through 
the 
shells 


bursting all around him. It was Toto! 
They didn't seem to bother him, he 
was'in loo much of a hurry to get put 
of range. 
He didn't mind shell fire, 


either the whine 
of the H. K. and 
screech of the shrapnel- but he knew 
gas. 
One whiff of phogene and he 


knew safety was In distance. He had 
broken his leash for he hnd been tied 
down in the trench, the very second 
he smelled and recognized the gas. We 
all stopped, firing and wondered if Toto 
would come through. ITe came through 
fine and dandy and right then and 
there he was sent to the hospital in 
an 'army a.mbulance for the medical 
officer to determine if he had been 
gassed. 
The next day Toto attended 


a lecture and went to sleep like some 
of us did, during a lecture on barrage 
fire.During the time of graduation or 
"benzining" as the students called be- 
ing kicked out for low standings, 
we 


staged a banquet at a famous 
cafe 


in Saumur. Patterson obtained a com- 
mission blank filled out and every stu- 
dent of the division signed it and even 
the commanders. 
Then the French 


officer made out a commission in the 
French army. We all chipped in and 
had more engraving on the collar an- 
nouncing Toto had 
-went 
from 
a 
"French buck private" to an erstwhile 
"shavetail" and during- the banquet 
we toasted Toto with good and rare 
Saint Florent champagne. 
The toast 
was given by Sergt. David A. Smiley, | 
Hannibal Mo., a member of the fam- i 
ous 6'th F. A. His battery fired the 
first American shot in the war.

held their own with the college men. 
]n basketball the records seem to in- 
dicate a fifty-fifty .break between -the 
division teams an</ the college teams, 
while in football, a record p) all the 
games played between division teams 
and. college teams seems to indicate 
the colleges have the 
edsc.

meets between dis-ision and

Quantity has been '.the watchword of 


the army. 
Most of the college men 
who have been a part of the vast ath- 
letic organization

ber of men that most of the schools 
have Fort Sill, with its 5,000 odd men 
i.s about the same size as the larger 
universities of the country.
